verance, and the ſcrriement of his Kingdoms ; (Now 
thinking himſelf ſecyrein bis villanies, and having hke-- 
wiſe by creacbery gotten rhe perfon of the Margneſs of 
Moutreſs inro his hands, whoſe onely fault was loyalty 
to his Prince ) he cauſed him ro be broughr wkh as wock 
ignominy as poſſibly he conlddefire to Edizburgh,and af- 
rerwards to be barbarovfly raurthered,! juſt ar ſuch time 
as his Majeftic (chat now is.) was cominginto Scorland;e- 
ven as it were indeſpite to his Soveraigh, But God having 
ar lengch moſt miraculouſly reftored hts Sacred Majeſtic 
Charls rhe ſeccnd,to the Royal Throne of his blefed Fa- 
ther, didalo pnt'it info his heatr ro avenge himſelf vp-

Bur I mufi now deſcend from generals ro particulars, 
and ſhew you the juſt judgement of God upon rhe diſ- 
membred parrs of this great body, and theic adherents, 
as I finde chem worthy of ebſervation, 


I will therefore begin with him, who was the beginner Er! «f 
of our troubles (the firſt diſturber of our peace, and the ***** 
General of that late unhappy War) the Earl of Efex;

for the Treaſon of his Father ; and the late King made 
him one of his privy Council, and Chamberlain of his 
Houſhold, which for honor is one of the beft Offices at 
Court, and worth 2000 /. per annum, and cohferred many 
other favours upon him ; yer for no other cauſe (as is 
conceived Jrhen ambition of popular praiſe ; or as others 

hink, for a ſecret grudge he bore to his Majeſtie, for 

ivivg way to his Ladies beings divorced from him he 
UV ndertook, when all others refuſed ir, rhe ConduR of a 
Rebellious Army againſt him ; for which aft, God never 
lvffered him afrer roproſper in his atrempts; witneſs his 
fir 6ght at Edge-hil, where he was routed, and forced 
tO hide his head in the day of Battel; and the next day 
difhonorably to retreat to Warwick, Caſile ; and after- 


Wards in Corweal, he was compelled ſhamefully to _

don his whole Array, and glad to fly away by Sea to 
London: For which diſaſters, che Parhiament , who ſo 
ſolemnly ſwore before to live and dye with him, do now 
vore a diſpenſation of that Oath, -and not withour ſome 
diſgrace, diſrobing him of his Excellency , and another 
General is choſen 1n his room : At length, to prevent any 
muriny, or diſcontent that might happen in him, or the 
Army, by means of this affront pur vpon ſo noble and 
popular aperſon, it is generally reporred by all that ſee 
him dye, that they applied more violent phylick, then ei- 
cher the quality of his diſeaſe, or, conſiitution of his body 
would admir of; in giving him a Spaniſh fig, or ſome Aco- 
vites , that wrovghr ſo fRrongly upon him, thar ic 
ſoon broughc his head into the grave ; his body, ſo ſoon 
as he was dead, being covered over with curfs of green 
earth, to prevent the (welling of the poyſon that was in 
him. Thus was he rewarded for his good ſervices to the 
Parliamenc,and ill offices againſt his King ; God in juſtice 
ſuffering the ſame people that magnified him, to deſtroy 
him, 


Sr, Foln The next perſons I ſhall inftance in, ate Sir John Ho- 
Hotham & tham, and his Son with him ; whom LI ſhall pur toge- 
his Son, ther, becauſe both were guilty of the ſame crime of diſ- 
loyalry to' their King, and equally tafied of the ſame 
ſauce, and ſuffered the liks puniſhment, This man was 
the firſt who ſo inſolently durſt preſume toenter into 
Hulk (his Majeſties ownproper Town) and there to ſeize 
opon the Kings Magazine ; and when his Majeliie came 
in. perſon, andrequeſied admiffion into the ſame, he very 
undurifully (to ſay no worſe) with much ſcorn and con- 

rempr, refuſed co let himin, | 
Buc how God approved of theſe their unjuſt doings, 
gon may gueſs by the ſubſequent puniſhment , which 
th the Father and his Son have fince undergone ; for 
they having firſt moR difloyally plaid their parts in the 
Hoſe of Commons againſt the King ; and next more 
egregiouſly, by ſeizing upon Hl, theſe falſe Traytors, 


greedy 
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greedy of a reward promiſed by ſome ofthe om, friends, 
reſolved within a ſhort while after, to play the like game 
with the Parliament; and to comply wich his Majeftie, 
by redelivering up the Town and Magazine to his uſe ; 
bur their plot being diſcovered,and their perſons cunning- 
ly ſecured in their hands; rhey wrought upon the Son(in 
hopes to get pardon for himſelf) ro accuſe, and betray 
his Father; and then with the like ſubcilty, and for the 
like hope, they brought the Father to accuſe his Son, So 
both by mutual treachery being found guilty, and con- 
demned, had both their heads ſevered from their bodies 
in one day, as the juft reward of their former wickedneſs; 
God now rendring to them, what before they had ſo well 
deſerved, by ſuffering them willingly, and wickedly. to 
be che Aurchors, and Inſtruments , of each others puniſh- 
ment, 


The next Member of the long Parliament, thar I (hall rhe rorg 
ſet down in this lit of Diſloyal SubjeRs , is the Lotd prgoks. 
Brooks; a man, while he lived beyond the Seas,much de- 
bauched, and very looſe in his life and converſation; as 
by ſeveralletters ſent from thence to his Uncle Sir Fulk. 
Grevil (afterwards Lord Brooks ) may appear ; And how 
he paſſed from one extreme te another; from a very diſ- 
ſoluce youth, tro a moſt reſolute Saint, I know not ; one- 
ly thzſe things were obſerved to be remarkable in him, 
that he was a very obflinate and violent oppoſer of the 
King (who was Pater Patrie, anda very gracious Prince 
ro him) an extreme hater, and perfecutor of che Reve- 
rend Biſhops, and all the Grave, and Learned Clergy ; 
a greir demoliſher of Cathedrals; and ſo great an ene- 
my to thar excelient Prayer in our Lecany, That it would 
pleaſe God to deliver us from ſudden death, chat he moved 
the Houſe to aboliſh the whole Liturgy ; alledging every 
man ovghr to be ar all times ſo prepared for death, as 
they need nor at any time pray againſt ſudden death. 

But here behold and adore the judgement of che juſt 
God ; how that as Geliahs head was cut off with his own 

; C 2 ſword, 
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ſword, ſo jad:cinm ſuum, ſuper caput ſwans , this Lords 
judgement, and practice fell upon his own head ; for in 
his proſecution of his hate againlt his King(asa juſt reward 
for his Rebellion) his Lordſhip being in Lirchfield on Sr, 
Chad's day (the Founder of that Church) while at a lit- 
tle window he viewed the Colledge (or Cloſe, as they 
eerm ic, tothe Church of S. Chad, ro batter them down 
with his Canons,) being harneſſed cap-a-pe, fromtop to 
roe ; as he littred vp his helmet to ſee the ſame more 
clearly, God diceaed rhe hand of a dumb youth, thar 
was a Prebends Son, with a ſhot from a fowling peice, 
co hit him juſt 1n the eye; inſomuch as he fell down ſu 1- 


. denly dead, without ſpeaking one word ; no, not ſo much 


as Lord have mercy upon him.

Mr. John The next I ſhall bring upon the ſtage, is Mr. John Pym , 


Pym, 


a man preferred to a great Office of cruſt, and of much 
ain, ynder the King : But ſoſoon as he became a Mer. 
er of the Long Parliament, he proved ſo active in tra- 

ducing the King, that he was the principal of thoſe five 

againſt whom his Majeftie demanded jufiice ; a man ſo 
bitter, and inveRtive in his malice cowards the Earl of 

Strafford; that knowing how much he was beloved of 

che King , and that whatſoever evil could be conceived 

againſt him , would refle& upon His Majeſiic; he firſt 
wich invect:ve Orations, poyſoned the greater part of 
the Houſe, and the ſeditious yulgar,with a conceit againſt 
the good King his Maſter; then never left profecuting 
the Earl, cill he had brought his head ro the block. And

But though his Majeſties hand was then too weak to 
ferch him- out of his guarded palace, ro condign puniſh= 
ment; yet the hand of the Almighty, (who is the Lord 
of Hoſts, ) as he raiſed vp a great Army, though com- 

ſed of little Creatures, Rats and Mice, who devoured 
Pepiel the ſecond, King of Poland, Anno $30. for trea- 
cherouſly poyſoning of his Uncles, and choſe worms that 
deſtroyed Herod the King ; ſo he cauſed infinite ſwarms 
of Lice to ſeize upon this ſtrong Rebel, whaear him vp 
alive, thathe mighr do no further miſchief againſt his 
Anointed. 


The like judgement fell upon Colonel Hamden; who Hamden, 
for his diſloyalcy to his King, was ſhot to dearh upon the © 
ſame plot of ground where he firſt muſtered his Souldiers

Member of the long Parliament; a bitter enemy againſt Hoyte.

to enoble his Name, and Family to poſterity, reſolved to

horrid execrations upon himſelf and his Family ) co pre-

This Hob-goblin ſerves all turns; and Oliver was ſo 
perfe&t a Jrgeler , that he had gor the right knack of 
Pulpit canting ; ſo as it 1s was eahie for him, under this 
mask of Rceligton ( that old Ralking-horſe of Rebel- 
lion) by deceiving the ignorant ſort of people , up

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with extremity of anguiſh, and terror of Conſcieence 
having his, ſoul at che parting fivm his body (accompant- 
ed with ſuch a helliſh rempeſt, as was by all men judged 
to be prodigious,) he finiſhed his miſerable life ; for he 
dyed mad, and difpairing , as the Author of the fourth 
part of the Hiſtory of Independency affirms: Out of whom 
vive me leave to inſert this remarkable pallage, vzz, 

That it was believed, andnot without ſome good cauſe, 
that Cromwel the ſame morning he defeated the Kings 
Army at Worceſtet fight, had conference perſonally with 
the Devil, with whom he made a Contratt, that to have 
his will then, and in all things elſe for ſeven years after 
from that time (being the third of September, 165 1.) he 
(hld at the expiration of the ſaid years, have him at his : 
command, to do at his pleaſure, beth with his ſoul, and body : 

Now if any one will pleaſe to reckon from the third of 
September, 1651, till the third of September, 1658. he 

will finde ic to a day juſt ſeven years, and no more : At gichard 
which time he dyed, declaring his eldeft Son Richard Proteor, 
his Succeflor, his Son Hezry Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, 
and leaving his Davghter Fleetwood married tothe Com-

This was the end of our Engliſh Nero: Aperſonof 
an unlimitted ambicion , and refileſs ſpirit ; of whom 
I have heard it credibly reported, by ſuch. as attended 
upon him in his bed-chamber, that after he had em- 
brewed his hands in the blood of his Soveraign, he was 
obſerved toſleep ſolictley.that he ſcarce took any repoſe ;

a piſtol into his hand, and.call ro his guard to watch his 
door, and have acate of ſleeping. . 

Nor was his guiley conſcience leſs rerrifiedin the day 
time, then in the night ;- as appears by the ceſtimony of 
Sir Theophi1ss Jones; who waiting upon him one morning 
in his Chamber, the wind on-a ſudden blowing up the 
hangings before the door, poſſeſſed him wich ſuch a Pa- 
nick fear, that he cryed our Traytors! Traytors and
